1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-13, 
29-42, and 57 are allowable over prior art references because related references do not disclose 
all the limitations of the claims, in particular, reducing interference by delaying an input signal 
by a time symbol value, wherein the time symbol value is related to an upper bound of a short 
correlation time component of the input signal, wherein a long correlation time component of the 
input signal corresponds to a disturbance signal due to handshake tones, and the long correlation 
time component exhibits high correlation beyond the upper bound.
